Wages like this can only have an 
inflationary effect on wages generally.

Effect on boys themselves may be 
disasterous, If they start their work- 
ing career with high wages and short 
hours, they will bave little ambition 
to improve themselves; will assume 
throughout lift that the world owes 
them a comforable living.

Dear Harry, 


I like the chicken business because 
it is different from anything else on 
the farm, 

First, the work is easier than other 
farm work. About all you have to do 
is to carry the feed out to the birds 
and carry the eggs back to the house, 
using the same basket and pail. If you 
provide nests for the birds, then you 
don’t even have to hunt for the eggs. 
The hens will lay them in the nests 
for you. They do all of the laying 
without help. 

Compare the poultry business with 
the dairy. I never saw a cow that gave 
milk, regardless of breed. You have 
to take it away from them. and if you 
don’t do a good job in the evening, you 
have it to do all over again the next 
morning. Then the work just starts. 
You have to separate the milk, past- 
eurize it, churn the cream, work the 
buttermilk out and the salt in, then 
put it in large boxes, then into small 
squares, then wrap it in wax paper and 
put it into cartons before it is ready 
for the market, 

Compare that with the poultry busi- 


ness — carrying the feed to the chick- 


ens and the eggs to the house. The egg 
is the most complete food in the world. 
Sealed in an individual package, it is 
ready for the King’s table or the mars:- 
et. 


Everything is in an egg that is re- 
quired to make a complete life. The 
dairyman may think that milk is the 
most complete food, but is not. You 
can have a complete chick from the 
white of an egg in just three weeks, 
but you cannot incubate a calf from 
a bucket of milk, You can yourish life 
with milk but not produce it, 


There are lots of reasons why | like 
the poultry business, but I have time 
to tell you only a few. I like the chick- 
en business because a hen never com- 
plains about anything, whether it is 
hot or cold—all she is interested in 
is digging and scratching for a living 
and laying eggs. 

The chicken is the only being on the 
farm that works digging for worms. 
When she finds the ground hard, she 
digs around it, She never wastes her 
breath complaining, but saves that to 
cackle and advertise when she has 
laid an egg. 


If a lot of us were more like the old 
hen, do less complaining and do a little 
more advertising about the most com- 
plete and finest food in the world — 
eggs and poultry meat — we would all 
be better off, and wear a bigger smile, 
which always makes people look bet- 
ter. 

Don’t forget the chicken business is 
the best business in the world, You can 
eat them before they are born, They 
will make a fine living when they are 
alive, and are dandy eating after they 
are dead,

IRRIGATED PASTURE MIXTURES 
D. B. Wilson - Pasture Investigations 


Irrigated pasture research at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station con- 
tinues and better grass and legume 
mixtures are continually being sought, 
The mixtures currently being recom- 
mended are based on the latest infor- 
mation. 

A permanent mixture, that has prov- 
ed to be highly productive. is; Orch- 
ardgrass, 7 Ibs. per acre; Smooth 
bromegrass, 7 Ibs, per acre; Creeping 
red fescue, 4 lbs. per acre; and White 
clutch clover, 2 Ibs. per acre. 

This mixture is recommended for 
good land, with a good supply of 
water, and is suitable for all classes 
of stock. The orchargrass in it Is 
very productive and recovers rapidly 
after grazing. Smooth bromegrass is 
productive in the first few years and 
is very palatable. Creeping red fescue 
helps to form a firm sod and grows 
late in the fall. White Dutch clover 
is a very palatable legume that does 
not grow high enough to be a bloat 
hazard. 

A similar, but less generally adapt- 
able mixture is: Orchardgrass, 10 Ibs. 
per acre; White Dutch clover, 2 Ibs. 
per acre. 

A temporary pasture of 2 to 4 years 
duration: Smooth bromegrass, 12 Ibs. 
per acre; and Alfalfa (Ladak), 2 Ibs. 
per acre. 

Whenever alfalfa is used there is 
a danger of bloat. This is particularily 
true during the first season when the 
proportion of alfalfa is high. 

For wet land or land subject to 
prolonged flooding: Reed canary grass 
or Redtop, 8 lbs. per acre; and Alsike 
clover, 2 lbs. per aere. 

Oats at 3 bushels per acre will pro- 
vide good annual pasture.

If you have egg yolks to save, 
cover them with cold water and 
they will keep perfectly for several 
days. 

To cut very fresh cake or bread 
in thin slices, place the knife which 
you're going to use in very hot 
water for several minutes, then dry 
and use at once. 

Raisins, dates and other dried 
fruits will not stick to the food 
chopper so readily if you dip the 
chopper in hot water before using.
